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N turning over the pages of a maga- | 


zine or newspaper, probably few 
persons realize that each advertise- 
ment published there had to be writ- 
ten by somebody as well as the stories, 
articles and news. Yet it is so, of 
course. The volume of advertising is 


frequently larger than that of the “read- | 


ing matter’ proper. Each advertisement 
must be a complete trade story. The 
description must be clear, and there may 
be even a neat little plot involved. 
tures have to be provided, and the pur- 
pose of the author and the advertisement 
writer is the same—to attract attention 
and hold the reader’s interest with ‘in- 
formation. One experienced American

This great activity of advertising has 
brought 
Hundreds of men, and a good many 
women too, now earn a living as writers 
of advertising. The ad-writer differs 
from the advertising manager. For, 
where the latter has charge of the whole 
advertising work of a business house, 
the former deals only with the prepara- 
tion of “copy,” furnishing ideas for ad- 
vertisements, booklets, circulars and cat- 
alogues, or putting the ideas of others 
into shape for publication. 

Most ad-writers are emploved by ad- 
vertising agencies, which are concerns 


making a specialty of preparing adver- | 


tisements and inserting them in periodi- 
cals for the business houses using this 
means of attracting attention to their 
goods. The service of the advertising 
agency is both skilful and economical. 
It carries out the detail work of prepar- 
ing and placing advertising so well that 
fully 90 per cent of all the advertise- 
ments published are handled by agencies. 
Even the smallest advertising 
has a staff of two or three writers, while 
the large ones employ dozens. 


Notions of Work Hazy 


There are rather hazy notions about 


ad-writer’s work. Stories of large 


the 
sums paid for the ideas behind adver- 


tising of well-known commodities, the 


creation of popular advertising charac- | 
ters and the making of familiar adver- | 


tising phrases, have given people the no- 
tion that the chief point is to be clever. 
ut the ad-writer is really as systematic 


as a bookkeeper or clerk. There is 


good deal of routine to his job and he 
works eight or 10 hours a day at it. 
If he is on the staff of an advertising 
agency, at a weekly salary, the house 
furnishes him a bare little 
desk, chair and book-shelf, and he reports 
with other employees. An advertising 
agency has perhaps several dozen cus- 
tomers, or clients, as they are called, 
some in manufacturing, others mercan- 
tile houses, with perhaps a few banks, 
a railroad or two, some hotels and other 
concerns. For all these it prepares and 
supervises advertising, and to facilitate

Carl ]. Nordells Back From Europe to Work in Boston—Graduate of Museum 
School and Winner of Many Prizes and Awards

ARL J. NORDELLS, who has) 

established himself in the Fen-| 

Way studios on Ipswich street, is | 

a graduate of the school of the| 

Boston Museum of Fine Arts and holder | 

of the Paige traveling scholarship for | 

1909-1911. He has just returned to Bos- | 

ton from Europe. An exhibition of the 

work he did while abroad will be held 

soon in the Boston Art Club under the 
auspices of the museum school. 

Mr. Nordells was born in Copenhagen, 
in 1885. His parents are Scandinavians, 
who came to Connecticut when the son 
was about six years old. He was trained 
in the public schools, and was graduated 
from the Wesley high school of Wesley, 
R. I. - He then went to the Rhode Island 
School of Design, Providence. Here he 
studied under Stacy Tolman and took 
all the honors to be gained. He won the 
1904 scholarship given by the Providence 
Art Club yearly to some student in the 
School of Design who excels in the work 
from life. At this time an exhibition 
of Mr. Nordells’ work was held in the 
Providence Art Club, and his painting, 
“A Spanish Cavalier,” was purchased by 
the club. Some of his oil landscapes are 
also owned by the Providence Art Club. 

Mr. Nordells was graduated from the 
Rhode Island School of Design in 1905, 
but gave up a scholarship entitling him 
to a post-graduate course in order to at- 
tend the Art Students League in New 
York in 1905-1907. THlere he again took 
all the highest honors and won a scholar- 
ship on a charcoal study from life out of 
af competition of 150 students from all 
parts of the country. 

In 1907 Mr. Nordells came to the 
museum school in Boston and- painted 
for two vears under EF. Tarbell. He 
won the Sears prize in 1908 for the best 
oi] portrait, and a scholarship for the 
following vear, and in 1909 he won the 
Paige traveling scholarship, which is 
open to both men and women and is 
awarded for general excellence of work, 
not in- special competition. The winner 
of this scholarship receives $1200 a year 
for two years and goes abroad under 
such conditions and instructions as the 
trustees of the museum may impose.

Before going abroad Mr. Nordells had 
already exhibited at the Boston Art Club, 
the Rhode Island School of Design, the 
Providence Art Club, the Boston Art 
Muse yn and in New York and Phila- 
delphia. 

The advantages for study in this coun- 
try are much greater, he thinks, than 
can be obtained abroad. But after a 
certain foundation has been laid here, the 
atmosphere, the surroundings, the 
artistic fellowship and the wealth o 
paintings to be studied, he says, can 
best be gained in Europe. 

The work brought back to the museum 
by Mr. Nordells differs from that of 
most of the winners of the scholarships 
in that it is all original work, chiefly 
portraits. The student usually spends 
all his time copying in the European 
galleries, but Mr. Nordells studied the 
old masters, admired them, but did not 
_ spend time in copying. Conse- 
quently his work has an individuality 
and freshness and lacks mannerisms.

army, according to a writer in | 


the London Morning Post, is of 
little practical importance, though worth 
summarizing for its intrinsic interest. 
Originally no common musicians were 
permitted to play on {rumpets, trom- 
bones, or kettledrums. Such instruments 
were reserved for the delight of princes, 
and of them the bands of Henry VIII. 
and Queen Elizabeth were principally 
composed. But bands so 
were soon found convenient for sig- 
naling purposes in time of war. There- 
fore when princes took the field they 
carried their bands with them and so 
wrote the first chapter in the history 
of military music. 

In those days monotony of tone-color 
was not regarded as an evil; indeed it 
was the fashion to keep the different 
instruments distinct, and to form sep- 
arate bands of flutes, horns. oboes and 
trumpets, With the  trumpet-bands, 
however, another defect soon made it- 
self felt. The parts were written in one 
key, and the day of the valve hardly 
having dawned composers had to man- 
age an incomplete scale. 
arose Of admitting the humbler instru- 
ments to fellowship with the aristocratic 
trumpets, and before long the military 
band took definite shape. 


Saxhorns Innovation 


By the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury it was already a reed band, with the 
oboe as leading instrument, and the 
introduction of the clarinet a century 
later advanced it, more or less, to the 
dignity of its modern constitution, At 
one time some doubt apparently existed 
as to the proper instrument for the 
“lead,” for the articles of agreement un- 
der which the Royal Artillery band was 
formed in 1762 refer vaguely to haut- 
bois or clarinettes.” But the question 
Was practically settled in 1783, in which 
year the Coldstream Guards had a band 
of two clarinets, two oboes, two horns 
and two bassoons. 

Up to that date English musicians had 
made few independent contributions to 
the «development of military music for 
the bands just mentioned were frankly 
constituted on the Prussian model of 
Frederick the Great. Even the Napol- 
eonic wars did not rouse the British 
army from its musical’ lethargy, and 
the record of our military music during 
the first half of the nineteenth century 
is uninspiring. During that period our 
bands were conducted by civilians of 
dubious attainments, the musicians of 
both ranks were mainly foreigners, 
printed music was rare, musical taste 
was rarer, and each band employed what

New Refrigeration 


The new chemical refrigeration of Dr. 
a French chemist, is claimed to 
be free from the defects of the am- 
monia process, and to be, especially 
adapted for economical results in small 
plant. In ordinary refrigeration, the 
cooling is effected by the evaporation of 
liquefied ammonia. The ammonia gas is 
recovered in water, and when the solu- 
tion so formed is heated the ammonia is 
expelled into a cooled receiver and lique- 
fied by its own pressure. A serious dif- 
fioulty is that about 25 per cent of water 
is carried with the ammonia from the 
solution. The new free from 
this trouble, uses sulphuf dioxide as a 
refrigerant and camphor as an absor- 
bent, 20 per cent of napthol being 
added to the latter._-Hongkong Daily 
News.

Measuring Moonlight 


The full moon is said to give a great 
deal more than.twice the light of the 
half moon. The ratio is approximately 
as nine to one. 

Taking advantage of the extreme sen- 
sitiveness to light of a selen‘um cell, ex 
perimenters have measured the amount 
of light coming from the moon at dif- 
ferent phases, with the result above 
mentioned. 

The reason for the remarkable differ- 
ence shown is to be found in the varying 
angles of presented by the 
roughened surface of our satellite to the 
sun. The moon is brighter between first 
quarter and full than between full and 
last quarter. The cause of-this is evi- 
dent in the more highly reflective char- 
acter of that part of the moon that lies 
west of its meridian.—UHarpers Weekly.

universal commercial unrest. Whatever this economic force may be, 
it seems almost certain that things eventually will readjust them- 
selves and that prosperity will again be generally enjoyed. It has 
not been long since the entire world was at peace and business 
everywhere was regarded as good. Nothing fundamentally has 
developed to change the situation, but there has been a change of 
sentiment away from the optimistic. Following this there has been 
a general recession in commercial activity in all lines of trade in 
almost every civilized country. 

A prolonged period of dulness is not to be expectedsin the 
United States. It is thought that a “turn in the lane” is not far 
away. Americans are impatient to be up and domg. With basic 
conditions as sound as they are, there is reason to hope that before 
the end of another year the country will have awakened from its 
lethargy. For instance, it is believed that when a plan of the 
American Tobacco Company reorganization is approved by the 
courts and announced to the public other corporations will see how 
it is possible to do business legitimately and will readjust their 
affairs accordingly. With confidence, business should once more 
swing along with its accustomed freedom. It is safe to assume that 
with the amount of thought that is being given to the economic 
problems of the day, whatever the tariff readjustments, general trade 
should not suffer much when once the new tariff laws are on the 
statute books. It is the uncertainty that provokes the most disturb- 
ance in this respect. 

The railways of the country are passing through a trying 
experience because of higher expenses while freight rates remain as 
before. Had they been permitted to charge higher rates for freight 
whe cost of living would have been greater and general wage increases 
naturally would have been asked by railway employees. It would 
be hard to tell when there would be an end to this method of 
adjusting things. As it is now, railways are exercising their 
‘ingenuity in endeavoring to bring about greater efficiency of opera- 
tion and good results are being accomplished. There is no doubt 
that when gross earnings increase, net results will be much greater 
by reason of the economies that are being put into effect.
